Tbe streets and roads are | generally in 


good condition, there havingibeen a Urge 
number of new culverts constructed dur- 
ing the past year, many of them perma- 
nent stone structures, and I think that 
S12,000 will be sufficient for the ordic ary 
expense of keeping the streets _and roads 
in safe and good condition during the cpm- 
ing year.
